S t. L ou is , Oct. 0.—A b oat with dead and 
wou nded people landed at Capo Girardeau 
Tu esday morning. The details of the disaster 
ire in ager, b u t tho following facts have b een 
ob tainab le: The steamer La Mascotte, plying 
b etween St. Lou is and Cape Girardeau , on 
the Mississippi river, exploded* her b oiler 
ab ou t noon at Noely’s Landing, a few milos 
b elow Grand Tower, III 
Thore is no tele­ 
graph or telephone commu nication at Neely’s 
Landing, and nothing was known of the dis­ 
aster u ntil Tu esday evening. Tho first informa­ 
tion came from Cape Girardeau , whore tho tow- 
b oat Eagle arrived with tho victims. 
Fu r­ 
ther than th is there ore no details. 
La Mascotte was owned in Evansville, Ind., 
anil was valu ed at #30,000. 
L a te r : The Eagle had on b oard thirty- 
five of the passengers and crew of the steamer 
La Mascotte. 
She also b rou ght down the 
b odies of three children and one woman, 
victims of the disaster. 
It is thou ght that 
I » tween eighteen and twenty-two lives were 
lost, b u t only a partial list is ob tainab le at 
present, the passenger register b eing missing.

New York , Oct 6.—The great hall of the 
Cooper u nion was filled to overflowing Tu es­ 
day evening with the friends and su pporters 
of Henry George, the occasion being the 
tendering to him of the nomination for 
mayor of New York by the trad « and labor 
organizations of the city.

George’s name there was resou nding cheers, 
long continu ed. The platform was filled with 
prominent people of the labor movement. 
All the labor organizations of the city at­ 
tended the meeting in a body, and the erenvd 
was so great that it was necessary to have a 
nu mber of ou tside meetings. 
It is estimated 
that 10,000 people were in the assemblage. 
The meeting in the hall was presided over by 
John McMack in, 
who 
presented 
Henry 
George to the au dience and tendered to him 
the nomination for mayor, saying that it was 
a nomination su ch as never bad been before 
presented to any candidate in this cou ntry. 
The work ingmen, he said, had always done 
the voting, and the only difference now was 
that they had selected the candidate instead 
of waiting for the politicians to mak e the 
choice. 
When Mr. George advanced to thesfront of 
the stage there was a great shou t of welcome 
the vast au dience rising to greet him. Choor 
after cheer went u p, and for Sv 3 v era l minu tes 
the enthu siasm was su ch as has seldom, if 
ever, been k nown at a political meeting in 
New York . 
Mr. George spok e for over an 
hou r, his address being listened to with ths 
greatest attention. 
He said that when his nomination was first 
talk ed abou t, he regarded it as something not 
to be thou ght of. He had no desire to be 
mayor of New York . 
Bu t he had conclu ded 
that the work ingmen shou ld go, into politics. 
for he had come to believe that politics was 
the only way by which anything cou ld be 
secu red for labor. He had ask ed for a gu ar­ 
a n t e e of the good faith of the work ingmen, 
which they had given him in the shape of 
nearly 40,(XX) names of citizens pledged to 
vote for him, and therefore he accepted the 
nomination and was prou d of it. 
Never 
before had a man received from his fellow- 
citizeu s su ch a compliment as this, and never 
shou ld any act of his bring discredit on it. 
“Now,” he said, “it devolves u pon you to 
elect me. 
1 solicit the su ffrages of all citi­ 
zens, rich or poor, white or black , who de­ 
sire reform in government.” He wou ld mak e 
no pledges, and all who accepted him mu st 
accept him as the candidate of organized 
Jabor. 
He believed every effort wou ld be 
made for his defeat; falsehoods and slanders 
wou ld be u ttered and great amou nts of monoy 
spent by those who had had their hands so 
long in the pock ets of the people. They 
wou ld hesitate at nothing to prevent his eleo- 
tion, bu t he believed if the work ingmen 
wou ld stand firm and mak e a u nited effort 
the victory wou ld be accomplished. 
“If elected—as I believe I will be”—be said, 
“ I will tio my u tmost to discharge my du ties 
faithfu lly and well, and to give the people of 
this city a clean government. I will enforce 
the laws against friends as fu lly as against 
foes. 
I will be mayor of the whole city ami 
preserve order at all risk s.” Mr. George 
spok e of the necessity of political reform and 
of social reform. He thou ght this movement 
was the beginning of the overthrow of indu s­ 
trial slavery in this cou ntry. If the work ing­ 
men wou ld stand boldly and bravely together, 
Su ccess might come, and they wou ld have the 
honor of having led the van in this move­ 
ment for the emancipation of hu man labor. 
The movement, he said, was that which Glad­ 
stone described in a recent speech. It was a 
movement of the mass« against the class 
robbers. Politics, he said, were rotten to the 
core, and the movement not only aims at 
political reform bu t also at social reform. 
The list of names presented to Mr. George 
formed a prodigiou s roll of paper. . Telegrams 
of sympathy and encou ragement were read 
from many cities throu ghou t the cou ntry, 
one coming from San Francisco. 


N ew J e r se y R ep u b lic a n s. 
Trento n, N. J., Oct. a —The Repu blican 
state convention Tu esday Was a very qu iet 
affair. VlTilliam Walter Phelps was elected 
permanent chairman. Several of the lead­ 
ing candidates for governor withdrew their 
names before the balloting, and the fight nar­ 
rowed down to G. R. Colley, Benjamin F. 
Howly, and Frederick A. Potts. These re­ 
ceived equ al votes on the first ballot. On 
the second ballot Howly was nominated al­ 
most u nanimou sly.

C hic a go , Oct. fi—In the criminal cou rt 
Tu esday Attorney Balonk m, speak ing for 
the convicted Anarchists, confined his re­ 
mark s to the elu cidation of the proposition 
that by Ju dge Gary’s charge to the ju ry, if 
In consequ ence of the u tterances of a person 
some other person conceived and carried into 
execu tion the commission of mu rder, the 
person mak ing those u tterances was gu ilty of 
mu rder as well as the one who actu ally com­ 
mitted the crime. As showing how little 
cou ntenanced in law was the cou rt’s instru c­ 
tions relative to the liability of the accu sed 
for certain u tterances, Mr. Salomon referred 
to the agrarian crimes in Ireland, saying that 
the meu in this cou ntry who advised that 
violence be committed there cou ld be Indicted 
for mu rder and extradited from this cou ntry 
and tried for a capital offense if Jndge Gary’s 
interpretation of the law was sou nd. Mr, 
Salomon, reading from the decision of the 
English cou rts, asserted that the condition of 
Ireland, whoso people were abetted in violence 
by residents of this cou ntry, presented a legal 
qu estion analogou s to the one u nder con­ 
sideration. 
Here the cou rt ru led that men 
proved to have incited to mu rder were gu ilty 
of mu rder. 
Bu t the law of England was 
that if men conspired to mu rder, and mu rder 
was done, bu t not by those in the conspiracy 
bu t as a resu lt of it, then the only way to 
reach those men was by the lu w of con­ 
spiracy. 
The attorney held that u nder the law of 
this cou ntry the eight defendants had a per 
feet right to say whatever they thou ght; bu t 
the idea that if mu rder was committed hi 
consequ ence they cou ld be held for mu rder, 
was not sou nd law. If it were, then every Irish 
agitator in this cou ntry cou ld be arrested and 
tak en to Great Britain and tried for mu rder. 
Mr. Salomon next called attention to the 
error which he thou ght was committed in 
allowing the ju ry to tak e notes of the tosti 
mony. 
Another point which the attorney 
dwelt u pon was the pointed instru ctions oi! 
the cou rt in inhibiting the ju ry from disre­ 
garding the instru ctions.

nnd afflictions. If 
one sneesed it was not becau se he had tak en 
snu ff, bu t becau se the devil was lau ghing 
throu gh his no— One natu rally exclaimed, 
“God bte— you !” The poor wretch who 
stu ttered was another victim of the devil’s 
malignity. In tboeo days there was two ways 
of cu ring the stu tterer, 
One was to mak e 
him qu it talk ing, and the other was to sink 
the victim in ten feet of water and leave him 
there u ntil the devil was drowned. The first 
method was only applicable to the male » ex. 
They were both effective, however, bu t u n­ 
reasonably simple. Neither method is in u se 
to-day to any great extent 
Mrs. Florence Jam « Adams, who, as far 
as voie« are concerned, is wise beyond her 
years, said the other day that there was an 
element of cru elty abou t the second method 
that revolted her. In fact, she considered 
both methods u nscientific. « Stu ttering nnd 
stammering,” she explained, « are not visible 
manifestations of the devil. They are du e to 
mu scu lar affections. The whole trou ble U a 
nervou s one, and one can cu re it by bu ilding 
u p the system and teaching the su tferer how 
to breathe properly.” 
Mrs. Adams lias stu died the art of voice 
bu ilding both in this cou ntry mid abroad. 
She is deeply interested i:i this su bject and an 
ardent believer in the fu tu re* possibilities of 
the voice. 
“First of all,” she explained, “you mu st 
k now that in the now method of voice bu ild­ 
ing the conversational voice is trained by the 
vocal scale. There are* three registers hi the 
Ki**ak ing voice—u pi>er, middle and lower. 
Every voice has a rang® of at least seven 
notes. The lower register is merely u sed in 
conversation, of cou rse. Its province b to 
express anger and the harsher passions. The 
middle register is u su ally the weak est of the 
three. 
This b, however, the normal voice. 
The u pper register, with its shrill, decisive 
ton« , is the mental. The lower one is called 
the vital. 
It b deep ami passionate. The 
normal is of cou rse the happy mediu m. The 
evenly-balanced man, whose heart does not 
ou tru n his head, speak s in this voice. Ex­ 
citable people drift into one extreme or the 
other. In the voice, os in all other things, 
repose brings grace. The range matters lit­ 
tle in tho conversational voice. Thou gh it 
were limited to three notes, a wise su ccession 
of tone wou ld mak e it effective. It b the 
slu r, the careless, meaningless rise and fall 
that ru in the speak ing voire.” 
“Are not ou r English cou sins good speak ­ 
ers!” 
“They say, you k now,” Mrs. Adams replied, 
“that tho rising inflection is the best spu r to 
conversation. The falling inflection is dog­ 
matic, doeisive, and cu ts off all discu ssion. 
The you ng Englishman says ‘I-ah love you - 
„u h’.with tho rising inflection. Ho leaves the 
"su bject poised in thé middle voice. Natu rally 
the you ng woman cmi’t leave it hanging there 
lik e Mohammed’s coffin. You see, the matter 
has already drifted into a delightfu l explana­ 
tory discu ssion. The you ng American, how­ 
ever, says ‘I love you ’ with falling inflection. 
That ends the matter. The you ng woman 
can call or pa« ou t—that’s all Bu t there is 
ever so mu ch to be said on the other side.” 
“Do the Americans speak throu gh the 
nosef” 
“Edu cated Americans! No—not u nless they 
come from Maine. The Americans have a 
good speak ing voice, as a u su al thing, thou gh 
it tends, perhaps, to sharpness. The voice, 
you k u ow, is the tru est test of character. It 
is almost u nfailing. One can disgu ise the 
face, the eyes, tho manner, bu t rarely think s 
of speak ing ou t of the u su al voice. One can 
toll the intellectu al man, the immoral man, 
by his voice more readily than in au y other 
way. 
The professional 
voice is another 
strange thing. One can tell a lawyer the 
moment he opens his mou th. He speak s in a 
hard, didactic to n e, with a downward inflec­ 
tion. His voice is low, bu t decisive. Usu ally 
when a lawyer wants to get a groat effect be 
assu m« a stage whisper. Of cou rse, there 
are ever so many characteristics.” 
“Whatof the clergyman’s profession voice?” 
“Well, from his calling one wou ld expect 
him to have a middle register voice, fu ll of 
heart and sympathy, bu t as a u su al thing 
the head to n« predominate in the pu lpit 
The Idea of one preaching charity and be­ 
nevolence in head tones strik es me as very 
ridicu lou s. Tho voice and thou ght are ou t of 
harmony. 
It reminds one of a boatman 
look ing one way and rowing steadily in the 
other direction. Of cou rse, most clergymen 
ore bard stu dents given to brain work , and 
this accou nts for their voices. Now and then 
you hear a clergyman who speak s in the low, 
broad to n« of the normal voice. 
Ho may 
•peak the veriest nonsense, bu t he is called 
magnetic. 
Every evangelist I ever heard 
u s« this voice. Moody, 8am Jo n« , Talmage 
and preachers of that k ind all do. There is a 
heart qu ality in it that has a wonderfu l ef 
feet. Again It giv« one an impression of 
•olf-contained strength. A speak er can never 
ose all the middle voice, and one feels that 
there is always a ’reserve’ awaiting calL Dr. 
John Hall, of New York , is one of the best 
illu strations of what I am saying. He u nder 
stands that emphasis depends on the tone, not 
on the force.” 
“As to the stage!” 
“There, of cou rse, the voice is all-important 
<fye can always pick ou t the you ng actor. 
He has awak ened to the realization of the 
fact that be has a voice. 
He * Uns u p and 
down the sertie, ending bis sen u . -tecs now in 
one voice and now in another. It fi merely a 
matter of vocal imitation. The thou ghtfu l 
voice is always poised. That is the reason 
women, especially of the flippant sort, have 
flexible, sibling voices that ru n the scale in a 
few sentences.” 
“Good conversational voie« are rare, then?’ 
“Well, it is hard to « y . Children’s voices 
before they learn to imitate their elders are 
perfect They talk as the linnets sing. The 
lower classes of every cou ntry, in spite of 
their harshness and corru ptness of speech 
have good qu ality of voice. They produ ce 
the great singers of the world. The modem 
Italian method of voice bu ilding, you k now, 
k fou nded on the idea of k inship between the 
¿peak ing voice and the singing voice. The 
•âme training goes to mak e each.—Chicago 
Tribune Interview.

SUNSHINE AND GOOD HEALTH. 


V italizing Kffpctu of Colored Rny » >Nii(lo 
Nations Ex em pt From Scrofula. 
In the first place, for the ordinary pur­ 
pose« of life, for all people who are well, or 
nearly well, the full white light as it comes 
from the sun, is better than any of the col­ 
ored rays, which are in themselves the con­ 
stituent parts of that light. 
It is also most 
vitalizing and toughening to all feeble or neg­ 
ative persons. 
But the colored rays of sun­ 
light as separated in a solar spectrum, or as 
strained off by means of colored glass, con­ 
stitute all the different sides of power from 
warmth to coldness, consequently in the 
treatm ent of disease, which is a one-sidedness 
of physiological action, we so me fines need 
some special color which develops the other 
side, and thus brings out the harmony which 
wo call health. 
I will merely hint at some brief facts with 
reference to the full sunlight, reminding the 
reader that there are several times as much 
sickness on the shady side of a house or the 
northern slope of 
a mountain as upon the 
sunny side; that the insane idea of shading 
all windows, whilo saving the tints of the car­ 
pets slightly, will fade out human cheeks ex­ 
tensively; that there are patients whose cases 
have baffied the most eminent physicians 
whilo in shaded rooms, and yet they have 
been entirely healed by getting into the sun­ 
light ; that the nude nations of the world, who 
receive the light on their skin, are rarely, if 
ever, afilicted with scrofula or most of the 
other diseases, while their physical power 
is 
greater than that of the people who w*ear 
clothing; that the terrific calamities of idiocy, 
shocking deformities, goitres, etc., called cret­ 
inism, result from dwelling in the sunless val­ 
leys of the Alps; that living in cellars and 
shadowy places induces consumption, anemia 
with its ghastly jmllor, shriveled features, de­ 
pression 
of spirits, lifelcssness, excitable 
nerves, tumors, ulcers, stupid mentality and 
many other perversions. 
“The only girls with rosy-red cheeks and 
sweet breaths,” says Dio Lewis, “the only 
girls who become fully ripe and sweet, are 
those who baptise themselves freely in sun­ 
shine.” And yet in railroad cars, horse cars 
and all other places where the blessed sun­ 
shine is trying to come in, our ladies usually 
shut it out in hot haste, for fear of having 
their complexions spoiled. 
It is true that in 
very hot weather it is best that the upper 
brain should be protected from the full sun­ 
light, and also that a person walk on the 
shady side of the street; but in all moderately 
warm or cold weather the sunny side is far 
better.—E. D. Babbitt, M. D., in Hall’s 
Journal of Health.

The greatest local difficulty in Turkey and 
in the islands of the archipelago are the 
frauds connected with the sale of tho Ameri­ 
can petroleum.

They substitute the poorer 
Russian article in our American boxes and 
cans and sell it for the better American. 
But such impositions cannot last long. They 
soon find their remedy.

tin oil can in which the article is transported. 
You see it where a house Is building. It holds 
the water to nrix the mortar. You see it in 
the vineyard. W ith it the vino grower waters 
his plants. 
You see it on the hillside, on the 
rocks, and In the meadows; at tho sweet 
waters of Asia and Europe, where the gay 
banoums congregate, arrayed In their many- 
hued silk ferejoes, to coquet and gossip. 
It 
furnishes the water from which tho sherbet is 
made. 
On isle and mainland, in city and 
country, the American tin passes current, 
taking the place of wooden and tin bucket*. 
I have even s?en it in its debased, oxidized 
condition used to repair fences upon the 
hilly turnpike on tho road to tho sultan's 
palace at Yildez. 
I saw a dozen watermen 
upon this isle of Prinkipos filling out of th 
wells their casks of water upon their donkey- 
with tho aid of this American tin petroleum 
can.—S. 8 . Cox In Chicago Times,
